SQUELCHING A WAR. 


The prompt and vigorous action of 
the new administration at Washing­ 
ton in dealing with the Panama-Costa 
Rica squabble can not but receive gen­ 
eral approval. 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Hughes’ blunt warning to the two bel­ 
ligerent governments demanding an 
immediate suspension of hostilities is 
precisely the action that should have 
been taken. 
The Wilson administra­ 
tion properly avoided this drastic step 
in order that the Harding g o v e r n m e n t 
could take up the problem free from 
commitments of any sort; but there is 
little doubt that Mr. Colby would have 
done exactly 
what 
Mr. Hughes has 
done were it not for the fact that the 
government 
was 
about to 
change 
hands. 
The technical grounds upon which 
the United States proceeds to squelch 
this little Latin-American war do not 
matter much in a practical way. It is 
said that the treaty between the Unit­ 
ed States and Panama gives us the 
right to 
intervene. 
However, 
that 
may be, our action 
will 
hardly he 
questioned seriously even among the 
Latin-Americans, 
jealous as some of 
them are of this country’s authority in 
the Western Hemisphere. 
There may 
be a little grumbling here and there, 
but most 
of Latin-America 
will be 
glad that we have stopped the war 
and the effect of our action is likely to 
he good in a moral as well as a ma­ 
terial sense. 
It is a healthy and help­ 
ful fact that the 
United 
States has 
demonstrated just at this time its will 
and purpose to maintain peace and or­ 
der in that part of the world for which 
civilization holds it responsible.

It would be hard to find anywhere 
a better concise summing up of Wood­ 
row Wilson’s 
greatest 
achievement 
than this from the Chicago Tribune: 
“Our chief admiration for Mr. Wil­ 
son is for the 
manner 
in 
which he 
drove the war activities once we were 
committed. 
That determination was 
evolved from his character. 
He used 
conscription. 
He furnished the Allies 
with what they needed— men, money 
and materials in the amounts needed. 
“Weakness at this time might have 
ruined us. 
A man less determined to 
have his own way, less impervious to 
what was said of him, 
might 
have 
flinched at conscripting soldiers. 
He 
might have tried to fight the war with 
volunteers. He might even have tried 
to fight it with money and materials. 
He might have tried to spare the na­ 
tion human sacrifices or to limit the 
expenditure of human life. 
“Then we should 
have 
entered a 
losing war and have been among the 
losers, just in time to be in the wreck­ 
age. 
Conscription was his big decis­ 
ion and, whether he realized it or not, 
was his most dangerous one. 
Hughes 
might have had serious 
draft riots. 
From Wilson the people took the draft 
with hardly a murmur, and the war 
was won right then. 
“The president did not allow the 
people to draw back from a drop in 
the cup. 
He took their money. 
Ile 
spent it without 
a thought for the 
waste of it. 
There had to be waste. 
Ile put the United States behind the 
Allies with a promise of the last man 
and the last dollar. 
It required cou­ 
rage, intelligence and character and 
all the ruggedness and wilfulness of 
Mr. Wilson’s temperament served the 
country as it needed to be served. 
These were the high moments of his 
career. 
He sent 
2,000,000 
men to 
France before the astonished Germans 
thought that it was possible to do so. 
He had 2,000,000 in American train­ 
ing camps, and more w ere being draft­ 
ed. 
Then, also, from the w?hite house 
cam e.the thunders of rhetoric which 
stupified the German people behind 
their armies and 
disintegrated them 
in the rear of their fighting forces. As 
American divisions put the pressure 
on German 
divisions 
Mr. 
Wilson’s 
words destroyed 
the 
morale of the 
German people who had been stead­ 
fast’,'and the war was won.” 
That is fine. • In short compass it 
tells a great story superlatively well. 
Yet this very article in the Tribune 
which is sure to stir admiration stirs 
other and 
different 
emotions also. 
These things that 
the 
Tribune now* 
says about 
Woodrow* Wilson are its 
real beliefs about him: but it has kept 
them dark all these years and has in­ 
dulged day in and day out in the most 
violent and unfair criticism, unreliev­ 
ed by any word or phrase. 
Not until 
Mr. Wilson’s term of office was at an 
end did it find generosity enough in 
its heart to give him his due. 
One is almost tempted to wish that 
the Tribune had 
never 
printed this 
last article about Mr. Wilson. 
It is 
pleasant in a way to find that even 
those who were his 
bitterest detrac­ 
tors recognize 
his 
greatness; but it 
is unpleasant to have thus exhibited

DRIFT “BACK TO THE FARM” 
FROM THE LARGE CITIES 


New York, March 16.—A real es­ 
tate firm of 
nation-wide 
scope 
which in the past year sold 4,272 
farms, valued at more than $20,000, 
OOO, from Maine to California has 
made public at its offices here the 
interesting discovery that, for the 
first time in many years,- there are 
signs of a change in the drift of 
population “away from the cities 
and Aack to the farms.” 
The records of the firm in ques­ 
tion show' that during the past 20 
years its sales have been made in 
almost unvarying proportion, two- 
thirds to fanners moving front one 
section or state to another 
and 
one-third to men from cities. The 
present back-to-the land movement 
however, it is declared, shows an 
almost exact 
reversal 
of 


percentages, that is, two-thirds • of 
the sales are now being made to 
men from the cities 
as 
against 
one-third to farmers. 
“The first check in the cityward 
movement,” a member of this firm 
stated, “appears 
from 
available 
statistics to have come late last 
fall, with the tightening of indus­ 
trial 
conditions 
and 
consequent 
lack of employment in the cities. 
It became increasingly evident this 
winter until - in February the tide 
seems to have begun to flow , the 
other way.
